Romulus council approves sale of land

A formal resolution authorizing the sale of 175 acres of land 
in the Wayne-Beverly Road Urban Renewal Area for the 
construction of a multi ‘million dollar subdivision has been 
approved by the Romulus City Council. 

The city council’s action in approving the sale of the urban 
renewal land to two private developers for the sum of 
$1 ,300,000 was on a roll call vote of 6-1 . 

Councilman James C. Stewart, who opposes urban 
renewal, voted against the land sale. 

Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael and City Clerk Leonard J. 
Folmar were instructed to enter into a land contract sale 


with the two developers — Hi-Fashion Homes of Detroit, and 
Bailey-Kinley Associates of Ann Arbor. 

The developers plan to build a $10 million urban renewal 
subdivision of 291 single family homes 

The homes which will be conventionally financed will sell 
for $25,000 to $35,000 and many of the homes will be custom 
built by the developers. 

George Wilhelmi, the city’s urban renewal director, an- 
nounced that some of the homes will be under construction by 
mid-October and that it will take about three years to com- 
plete the subdivision's development and build all the homes. 

The developers are to build 73 of the homes each year for 
the next three years he said. 


The city council also approved two other resolutions 
Thursday regarding the city’s urban renewal program. 

One of these resolutions approved an increase in relocation 
grants in the initial urban renewal contract between the city 
and the United States Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) in the amount of $660,000. 

Another resolution directed the city attorney to institute 
necessary condemnation proceedings in Wayne County 
Circuit Court on approximately 50 pieces of property , located 
in the 175-acre site, which constitutes the city’s initial phase 
of its total urban renewal program of 575 acres, all located in 
the Wayne-Beverly Road area. 

The city’s entire urban renewal program, if approved in all 


of its planned phases by the council, will take about 15 years 
to complete, Wilhelmi said. 

TTie increase in relocation grant approved by the city 
council is permitted under the 1971 urban renewal 
regulations, which provide additional housing payments to 
people who own their homes and are being relocated either in 
the new urban renewal subdivision or elsewhere. 

Under this new federal regulation a federal subsidy 
amounting to as much as $15,000 may be applied as down 
payments on relocation. 

Wilhelmi said the people who are being moved out of the 
urban renewal area will have the first chance to pick their 
lots as sites of new homes.

Romulus council to buy land 


The Romulus City Council 
authorized the purchase of 
approximately five acres of 
land in the city for park 
facilities. 

At Thursday’s meeting, the 
city council instructed Parks 
and Recreation Director 
Frank J. Tolish and City 
Attorney John M. Young to 


enter into a purchase 
agreement to buy the land 
parcel for the further 
development of the Elmer 
Johnson Park, a 16-acre site 
owned by the city. 

The five-acre parcel, if 
successfully purchased, is 
basically bounded by Wick, 


Shook, McBride and Ozga 
Roads It will be added to the 
16-acre site. 

The parks and recreation 
department and the city 
council hope to acquire 
another 10 acres for the park. 

The proposed recreational 
facilities for the Elmer 


Johnson Park will include 
picnic areas, nature trails, 
shelters, baseball diamonds 
and asphalt foundations for 
basketball, tennis and ice 
skating. 

The Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) 
approved a $54,342 grant for 
the project more than a vear 


City property owners 
object to factory permit 


Tlie issuance of a building 
permit by the Romulus 
Building Department 
authorizing United Brass 
Manufacturing Inc., to expand 
its present Romulus facilities 
at 35030 Goddard Rd., brought 
strenuous objections from two 
adjacent property owners and 
the filing of a law suit. 

Larry Davis and William 
Richardson, co-owners of 
property at 35084 Goddard Rd. 
charged the building permit 
was illegally issued by the 
city’s building department 
and in violation of the city’s 
master zoning ordinance. 

Davis and Richardson live 
on the property which is ad- 
jacent to the plant’s expansion 
project. 

Their attorney Ralph 
Pagnucco of Allen Park has 
initiated a law suit in Wayne 
County Circuit Court asking 
the court to issue a temporary 
injunction restraining the firm 
from continuing with its ex- 
pansion program which is an 
alleged violation of city zoning 
laws. 

United Brass Manufac- 
turing has on the basis of its 
a| >rovcd building permit, 


started construction on a 
$200,000 -to-$250,000 expansion 
program. 

The firm, which has been in 
the City of Romulus for the 
last 18 years is located in a M-2 
zone (factory use) and is 
presently building on an ad- 
jacent one-acre land parcel 
zoned O-l (office use). 

Circuit Court Judge John P. 
O’Hara refused on Sept. 15 to 
use a temporary injunction, 
but advised the attorneys 
representing the firm that if 


the company proceeds with its 
expansion it does so at its own 
peril, according to Pagnucco. 

The homestead occupied by 
both Davis and Richardson is 
located in a O-l zoning. It was 
previously zoned residential. 

The firm exercised its op- 
tion to purchase the one-acre 
land site after it received 
approval of its construction 
plans and was issued the 
building permit. 

The company has expended 
approximately $75,000 on the

Instead of costing 
$12,000 to build the proposed 
park, it will now cost $20,000 
due to increases in con- 
struction costs since the initial 
plans were submitted to the 
DNR and the grant approval, 
he said. 

The DNR directed the city to 
acquire another 14 acres and 
the action Thursday by the 
city council was the initial 
step in that direction. 

If unsuccessful in the 
purchase of additional land, 
the DNR grant will be 
decreased accordingly. 

The city must determine 
whether it can acquire the 
remaining land before con- 
struction work can begin at 
the pa*k site.

U.S. SENATE 

Senate vote on bill to approve a five-year $33.5 billion 
federal revenue sharing plan with the money to be 
distributed to the states and local governmental units. 
Passed, 63-20. Bill sent to Senate- House conference com- 
mittee. Yea-Griffin, Hart. 

Senate vote on interim agreement between the United 
States and Soviet Union calling for a five-year limitation on 
strategic offensive nuclear arms after first amending 
resolution to toughen America’s bargaining position in the 
next round of the U.S.-Soviet arms control talks. The 
toughening amendment, authored by Sen. Henry M. Jackson 
(D-Washington), insisted that American negotiators demand 
greater "equality" of weapons in negotiating for a per- 
manent Agreement. Passed. 88-2. Yea-Hart. No vote-Griffin. 
(Hart voted against the amendment, while Griffin was ab- 
sent.) 

U.S. HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 

House vote on House bill to appropriate $74.6 billion for the 
military, marking the largest one-year military outlay since 
World War II. Passed, 332-40. Yea-Ford. 

House vote on House measure to require a withdrawal of 
U.S. forces and an end to all American military activities in 
Indochina within four months, subject to release of war 
prisoners. Defeated, 160-208. No vote-Ford.

The land sale approved by the council ends approximately 
10 years of urban renewal planning. The urban renewal re- 
development program was initiated in 1962 when Romulus 
was a township. 

In August of 1971, the City of Romulus (incorporated) as a 
city in May, 1970) began to purchase land, basicall*' bounded 
by Van Bom Road, Howe Road, Beverly Road and Cham- 
berlain Street , the location of the 175-acre land parcel. 

Of the initial federal grant of $3 million to finance the 
government’s share of the urban renewal program, the city 
has spent approximately $2 million for land acquisition, 
paving and sewer programs in the area 

The city’s share of approximately $750,000 (representing 
one-fourth share of the total financing) will be returned to the 
city in taxes the new multi-million development will bring, 
Wilhelmi said. 

Of the 175 acres set aside in the initial phase of the city’s 
urban renewal, Wilhelmi reported that 15 acres will be used 
for multiple-family housing, six acres for parks, 3.5 acres for 
shops and businesses and the remainder for single family 
residences.

Voters will get a second chance Nov 7 to make their 
summer evenings one hour longer on the same timetable 
observed by all but two other states 
Only Michigan. Arizona and Hawaii have exempted 
themselves from the federal Uniform Time Act of 1966 and 
Daylight Savings Time (DST) or fast time. 

The ballot issue will be whether to adopt DST for Michigan 
and move the clock one hour forward between the last 
Sunday in April to the last Sunday in October, returning to 
Kastern Standard Time ( EST > for the rest of the year 
Voters unofficially rejected DST Nov. 5, 1970 by 1,501 votes 
out of 2.9 million cast. Recounts in outstate counties later cut 
the margin of defeat to 490 votes 
But the controversy raged on through the courts, the 
Board of State Canvassers and among the backers and op- 
ponents of one more hour of daylight for six months of the 
vear 

The primary sponsors of the DST campaigns have been the 
members of the Michigan State Chamber of Commerce.

PROPOSAL A 

PROPOSAL TO CHANGE MICHIGAN TO DAYLIGHT 
SAVING TIME 

The proposed law would change Michigan to Daylight 
Saving Time from the last Sunday in April until the last 
Sunday in October of each year 


Arrayed against them was a coalition of farm, movie 
theater, bar and bowling alley operators and housewives who 
envisioned a one-hour delay in bedtime. 

Michigan’s problems with the time of day in the summer 
date to 1883 when the railroads divided the nation into four 
time zones to meet their scheduling requirements 
The system was based on mean solar time at the 75th. 90th. 


105th and 120th meridians west of Greenwich, which had 
been established as the mean time for all of England. 

Port Huron, the easternmost point in Michigan, is slightly 
east of 82 degrees. 30 minutes; the western part of the Upper 
Peninsula is west of 90 degrees. 

However, the railroad zone system placed Michigan in the 
Central Standard Time (CST) zone based on the 90th 
meridian The legislature formalized this position in 1885. 

Congress adopted the four time zones for the nation in 1918, 
but the DST feature was repealed the next year. Detroit 
remained on Eastern Standard Time throughout World War 1 
and later while the rest of the state observed CST. 

In 1931, the legislature placed all of Michigan on Eastern 
Standard Time There followed a mish-mash of time ob- 
servances as some outstate counties, including some in the 
U P defied the order During World War II Michigan was 
ordered on DST by Congress 

Congress, under pressure to bring order out of chaos in the 
postwar period, finally in 1966 passed the Uniform Time Act. 
allowing states to exempt themselves from the DST feature. 


Michigan legislators exempted Michigan March 24, 1967, 
but the chamber forced a referendum, which carried, and 
DST was observed for a time. 

But the 1968 election reversed the decision and the state is 
on EST, together with Hawaii and Arizona keeping the 
exemption from the federal act. 

DST proponents argue that it would keep Michigan on the 
same timetable as the rest of the nation, restoring the hour 
lost in business transactions that cross state lines 

They contend that an extra hour of daylight would reduce 
crime and delinquency, provide health benefits, improve 
traffic safety, benefit the tourist industry and keep radio and 
television schedules intact. 

Farmers contend that crops cannot be harvested until the 
dew is off the leaves. Outdoor theaters would lose an hour of 
showtime, bars and bowling alleys would lose an hour of 
business. 

The latest proposal for DST was placed on the ballot by 
petition for a referendum

Despite everything, 
Olympics are worthy 


Now I hat the 20th Olympiad is history, we 
must sit back and contemplate about all of the 
tragic and otherwise controversial events 
that took place in Munich 
Are the Olympic Games worth it° 

Having been a personal acquaintance 
with four Olympic competitors — two of them 
"\vners of gold medals — from past Games 
and two respected gentlemen who have spent 
thousands nf dollars from their own fortunes 
to enhance the Olympic movement, we have 
to say "yes.*’ 

However, the seemingly anti-American 
actions that occurred in Munich took so much 
• if the enjoyment out of watching the recent 
Gaines that we did wonder about their merit. 

Was it because we were obliged to watch 
the Games on American television that vir- 
tually all of the controversy — other than the 
Arab-lsraeli incident — involved only United 
States competitors 0 Or did entries from other 
lotions also have a variety of problems? 

In uur limited viewing of the Olympic 
television coverage, we did see an English 
Imxer come out on the wrong end of a decision 
in our opinion - despite his knocking down 
1 1 is opponent and seemingly having the better 
of the rest of the bout. 

However, that decision could compare in no 
wuy with the controversial finish of the 
United States-Russia basketball game or the 
action against the 16-year-old California 
swimmer for taking an over-the-c ounter drug 
tor an asthma condition or the international 
handling of the appeals in both cases. 

We almost hoped that every American 
medal winner would have told the In- 
'ornational Olympic Committee to keep their 
awards whether they he gold, silver or 
bronze However, knowing I hi' way two Tokyo 


Games winners in 1964 felt about their gold 
medals, we knew that would never happen 
Ton much effort was put forth by the com- 
petitors. 

The Munich Games served as another 
example of the anti-American feeling shown 
not too long ago in the admission of 'Com- 
munist China and expulsion of Nationalist 
China at the United Nations Despite that 
political slap in the face, we still believe the 
United Nations is a better route to go than 
having the United Slates pull out of that body 

The recent Olympics also taught us a lesson 
in interpretive reporting Those who watched 
the marathon race last Sunday will 
remember author Eric Segal — ABC’s 
distance track authority and color com- 
mentator — reading all kinds of comments 
into the facial expressions of eventual winner 
Frank Shorter as he covered the final yards of 
the more than 26-mile event in the Olympic 
Stadium 

Jusi as Shorter had entered the tunnel into 
the stadium, an unknown runner came 
darting out onto the stadium track about a 
half lap ahead of the American runner. Segal 
was raving for someone to get the imposter 
off the track and let Shorter know 1 he was the 
legitimate frontrunner As the American 
trackman put various contortions into his 
taco. Segal was telling how bewildered 
Shorter was at having someone suddenly 
appear in front of him 

In the post event interview. Shorter can- 
didly took Segal — who also was one of the 
runner's professors at Yale — that he never 
saw the other guy 

So much for television showmanship, at

Consumers : be wary 
of contract clauses 


EDITOR’S NOTE — The accompanying article is the first 
of a two-part series by State Sen. William Faust on retail 
installment sales. 


Don’t be lured into signing 
contracts with provisions that 
are unfair and illegal or, for 
that matter, before you have 
full and fair information about • 
your obligations. 


According to a survey 
conducted by the Michigan 
Consumers Council 6n retail 
installment sales contracts 
currently in use, they found 
frequent violations of 
provisions of both the 
Michigan Retail Installment 
Sales Act and the Federal 
Tnjth-in-Lending Law 


Many consumers don't 
realize that various state and 
federal laws exist to protect 
them from fraudulent com- 
mercial practices. 


If an installment contract 
contains a clause which says 
that you. the buyer, cannoi 
asseri any defense or coun 
lerelaim against the seller - 
or person to whom the sellei 
transfers the contract — thij 
is a waiver of defense. I 
means that you have to p 
the installments whether 
not you receive the goods 
services that you have put 
chased. 

Under Michigan law. suclja 
waiver of defense clause Is 
illegal As a buyer, you doFt 
have to sign any sales eontrjet 
which contains such a 
provision. As a matter i of 
record, the buyer is entitled to 
withhold interest and ser^ee 
charges from payments mjde 
nn a contract which contains 
such a statement

formation on the annual rate 
of interest. Each contract 
must include a written 
siatement with the phrase 
"annual percentage rate” and 
the seller must specify what 
that rate is. This is a 
requirement of the Truth-in- 
Lcnding Law. 


This consumer act is 
primarily a law requiring 
disclosure It does not limit 
finance charges Here are 
some of the disclosures that 
mast be made by merchants 
who sell on credit, and by 
other credit grantors: 


-Cash price 
—Down payment 
—Total amount financed 
—Finance charge 
—Annual percentage rate of 
finance charge 

~ Late charges 
—Total of payments 
—Amounts of payments 

—And certain other in- 
formation 


TIm- Tiuth-in-Lciiding Law 
requires that disclosure must 
be made clearly and con- 
spicuously in writing and 
liefore credit is extended This 
can be done in the contract 
that is signed to complete a 
credit transaction. Disclosure 
can also be made in a separate 


document given to tne 
potential debtor before he 
signs the credit contract. 

Premiums for credit life, 
accident or health insurance 
may no longer be hidden. If 
obtaining such insurance is 
part of the transaction, the 
debtor must be fully informed 
of the requirement and the 
cost . 

If such insurance is offered, 
hut is not a required item in 
order to obtain credit, the 
potential debtor, if he wants 
the insurance, must indicate 
so in writing He must also 
state that written disclosure of 
the cost has been made to him. 

Revolving credit accounts 
are governed by somewhat 
different disclosure 
requirements. However, at 
the lime such an account is 
opened the customer must be 
told details of the account’s 
operation, including the rate 
of finance charge and how the 
finance charge is determined, 
and the annual percentage 
rate. 


Disclosures must also be 
made on the statements sent 
to customers. Among other 
things, this has the effect of 
requiring the disclosure that a 
1 ' per cent a month charge is 
equal loan annual percentage 
rale of 18 per cent. 

This decade of accelerated 
activity on behalf of con- 
sumers now- is beginning to 
achieve both visible results 
and increasing momentum. 
Both legislators and the public 
have come to understand the 
real significance of providing 
more protection for con- 
sumers in today’s complex 
merchandise and money 
world

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Youth center 
plans to get 

initial OK 


Plans to combat juvenile delinquency through neigh- 
borhood youth centers and central coordination of more than 
200 youth programs in Wayne County have received 
preliminary approval by the Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners 

Six to eight multi-agency youth centers are planned under 
the Juvenile Facilities Network < JFN) which will be financed 
by $J 1 million in local, state and federal funds. 

Plans for the network were unveiled before the county 
commissioners, meeting as the Ways and Means Committee 
last Thursday The concept and the general locations of the 


first two youth centers were approved, with final action 
planned at a formal board meeting tomorrow 

Target date for the opening of two centers — one in Inkster 
and one in the Gratiot-Harper area on Detroit's east side — is 
Dec 15. 

A youth center opened early this year by the State Office of 
Youth Services at Dexter and Elmhurst in Detroit is ex- 
pected to become part of the network. 

The plan was developed, and the financing assembled, 
under the auspices of the Board of Commissioners. 

Central coordination will be provided by an advisory 
executive board drawn from major youth-serving agencies 
and a general assembly representative of all agencies and 


the citizenry. The executive board will be appointed by. and 
report to. the Board of Commissioners. 

Kaeh neighborhood youth center will have a citizens ad- 
visory committee which will advise the executive board 
concerning what services are needed at each center. 

A typical center might house a gymnasium and a game 
room, and have supervised recreation programs plus em- 
ployment and vocational counseling and training by state 
and school agencies, Juvenile Court caseworkers, family 
counseling and legal aid. 

County Board Chairman Robert E. FitzPatrick described

the program as “unique in the nation” and called it “the most 
important development in the history of efforts to reduce 
delinquency in Wayne County.”

Most homes today are over- 
populated. There’s never 
enough space to store all the 
“things” the family collects. 
After a few years, the big 
empty house you moved into is 
crammed from corner to 
cubbyhole with nowhere left to 
go.

If entrance foyers, hallways 
and connecting corridors 
aren’t large enough for even a 
medium-sized closet, settle for 
a small one.

Shallow closets are also 
practical in bathrooms, 
dressing rooms, kitchens, 
pantries, laundry rooms, and 
any other area that’s “tight” 
on storage space. Folding or 
sliding wood louver doors 
have the additional benefit of 
ventilation for closets of any 
size. The open slat design 
allows air to circulate freely, 
which eliminates both 
mustiness and the danger of 
mildew.

Viewers should be able to 
learn something from de- 
signer decorated rooms in a 
new 42-story cooperative 
house in New’ York City that is 
open to the public for a fee. 
Decorated by 17 well-known 
members of the American 
Institute of Interior 
Designers, it has structural 
ideas that should appeal to do- 
it-yourselfers and hundreds of 
decorating ideas that can be 
modified or expanded to one’s 
own interior design per- 
spective. The apartments are 
in a luxury bracket, 
prestigious residential area. 

One contejnporay sitting 
room is so exhilarating, it 
fairly sings Designed by 
James P Tillis, it resembles 
an abstract painting with its 
orange, white and black fabric 
swirling up upholstered 
lounges, sofas and chairs. 
Mirrors and a polished steel 
table increase the shimmer 
and bounce that is tamed a 
little by an Edward Fields rug 
in a geometrical pattern. 

In the dining-entertainment 
room of the same apartment, 
Field’s rugs go to a long table 
and to the windows for a 
sensational effect. The deep 
jeweltoned rugs are Scythian 
inspired. The white floor in the 
room designed by Daren 
Pierce has been left bare. 
Black and white appliques 
adorn the silvery wall 
covering. 

The foyer of the apartment 
has a large painted graphic 
circle of black and orange on 
the white floor with a round 
glass-topped table resting on 
it. 

A sight and sound room by 
Vladimir Kagan in earth 
brow’ns, beige, apricot and 
mauve might be called a gath- 
ering room. The 12 by 16 foot 


room seats 12 people comfort- 
ably on five levels. Although 
the room is furnished in con- 
temporary style, there is a 
medieval feeling to it. 
Designed for writing, reading, 
listening and hovering, the 
room has a movie screen that 
drops down in front of the 
window blinds to ac- 
commodate a closet-focused 
projector. There are zig-zag 
bookshelf arrangements for 
various size books and a hand- 
some table, a block carved to 
reveal different inlaid woods 
al different levels with a top 
designed to be used for chess 
and other games. 

David Barrett’s back-to-na- 
ture bedroom has a canopy 
bed with tendrilled metal 
flowers climbing up its white- 
painted posters. Walls are 
dark blue lattice over white, 
and the treillage is carried 
through the halls. A small 
white bathroom picks up the 
blue and white motif in a 
handsome tailored wallpaper. 
Bleached white floors are 
hand-stencilled in flowers. 
Ditto narrow-slat window 
blinds. 

One living room provided an 
enormous feeling of solitude in 
its hushed atmosphere. In 
tones of deep grays, it had 
floor-to-ceiling louver- 
shuttered walls, long grey- 
painted metal cylinders from 
the ceiling projecting light, 
among other innovations. 
Many decorators close off 
windows in cities where views 
on lower floors may overlook 
bleak courtyards or other 
uninspiring views, and this 
room showed the advantages 
of shutting out distractions. 

Other ideas included these: 

A child's bedroom: A false 
wall had two large portholes 
at the window area. Other 
walls were curved at ceiling 


and bottom and tree-painted 
in a variety of soft shades. 
Light showed above and below 
slim shadow boxes that lined 
the walls like soffits. 

Indoor Garden : One end of a 
bedroom was partially framed 
on either side to provide a line 
of demarcation ‘for plants. 
Two mirrors on either side of 
the window' w r all could be seen 
through the framing, giving a 
feeling of depth. 

Ceiling Note: One room had 
an entire ceiling of tiles repro- 
duced from the original ol<J 
19th century molds in acrylic 
to resemble the original 
plaster.

logether: A sofa done in

Most furniture manufac- 
turers use lacquer to produce 
those beautiful, clear, hard 
finishes that are so difficult to 
achieve by the amateur. 

While the lacquer is sprayed 
on by the professionals, most 
do-it-yourselfers do not have 
the necessary spraying equip- 
ment or know-how. It is pos- 
sible, however, to get ex- 
cellent results by applying 
lacquer with a brush, provided 
you are willing to spend a little 
time getting the hang of it. 
This means practicing on 
scrap wood before tackling a 
serious job 

Most hardware stores, paint 
shops, lumber yards and home 
suppliers carry what is called 
brushing lacquer. Un- 
fortunately, manufacturers 
often do not designate on the 
label the type of lacquer inside 
the can. If the one you select 
docs not give this information, 
ask the dealer whether it is the 
kind of lacquer that is in- 
tended for use with a brush. 

In using lacquer, the begin- 
ner should always dilute it 
with lacquer thinner, 
preferably of the same brand 
as the lacquer. Make a 50-50 
mixture. After experimenting, 
you can then determine 
whether to use a lesser 
amount of thinner. As with all 
finishing materials, lacquer is 
best applied in several thin 
coats rather than one thick 
coal. 

Lacquer begins to dry in- 
stantly after it is applied. This 
is both an advantage and a 
disadvantage The advantage 
is that the finish is not as 
susceptible to dust as some 
other finishers, notably 
varnish. The disadvantage is 
that extra care must be taken 
in the application. Work small 
areas al a time, putting on the 
lacquer with a fairly full brush 
and working quickly without 
missing any spots. You must 
not go back over a section that 
has already been done, 
because it will have started to 
dry and thus will interfere 
with smooth application by the 
wet brush. 

There are two schools of 
thought about sanding bet- 
ween coats. One says that 
each coat should be sanded 
very lightly. The other says 
that the sanding should be 
done only if there are any 


visible irregularities My 
feeling is that the sanding is 
preferable, especially by the 
novice But again, I empha- 
size— the sanding must be 
done with a light touch. Use a 
fine grade of wet-or-dry 
sandpaper, applying a little 
water to each section before 
sanding it. Wait about three or 
four hours between coats and 
before sanding 
If you don’t have regular 
spraying equipment but have 
only a small area to finish, you 
might try using the lacquer 


that comes in a spray can. Be 
sure to follow the directions on 
the can on how far to hold the 
spray nozzle from the work 
surface.

“1 realize this makes it difficult for people to understand 
the painting,” explained Lutz, ’’and for that reason, if 
someone asks. III explain the idea. 

“But to me. the primitive style is almost child-like, and 
children — the younger they are — the closer they are to God. 

“I think there’s a child-like innocence in the primitive style 
of painting. Working in that way, I think I can get my ideas 
across belter. 

“It comes out almost naturally. 

“But, understanding isn’t the most important part of my 
painting. If someone doesn’t understand the message, I take 
it into consideration, but, the most important aspect of 
painting, at least for me. is to be creative, not to com- 
municate.” 

Over the years. Lutz has 
done hundreds of paintings. Of 
all those, he’s satisfied with 
three. “One of them hangs in 
city hall,’’ he said, “and 
another is up at Central 
Michigan.

Ideally, Lutz would like to 
support himself with his 
painting. He realizes it will be 
an uphill battle before he 
makes it, however. 

“Painters, almost like 
writers, have to sell them- 
selves,” he said. “I try to sell 
myself by displaying my 
works at galleries and by 
getting permission to hang 
them in public places.” 

He's had his works in the 
Detroit Institute of Art, and in 
’ocal galleries. 

“I plan to leave here, 
sometime in the future, to try 
to paint in New York, and to 
put my works up in that area,” 
he explained.

Actor Schell admits 
movie career is hard

NEW YORK - Max- 
imilian Schell says, “with my 
vulnerability, it’s hard to be in 
this business,” but he is stick- 
ing it out because, after all, 
there’s no business like show 
business. 

The Vienha-born actor 
admits he has often been hurt, 
bruised and depressed since 
he plunged into the rough 
waters of the international 
entertainment field 10 years 
ago with a Best Actor Oscar 
for “Judgment at Nu- 
remberg.” 

“I’m very vulnerable,” he 
confessed. “Reviews bother 
me a lot. A bad review' can 
hurt very much It gives me a 
shock. It's like someone slap- 
ping a woman who’s just had a 
baby in her face, and telling 
her that the baby is ugly. It’s 
not nice— even if the baby is 
ugly." 

“I find American reviewers 
generally responsible and 
just. European ones are 
aggressive, and say really 
terrible things. TYiey even say 
you shouldn’t exist. Someone 
said that about me once. It’s 
getting more difficult every 
year, because people have a 
certain image of me, and 
expect me to measure up You 
should be allowed failures.” 

Although his grandfather, 
Dr. Carl Noe Von Nordberg, 
was one of the most noted psy- 
choanalysts of his day along 
with Sigmund Freud. Schell 
says he has no desire to lie on 
an analyst’s couch to ease his 
woes. 

“I try to get over flops by 
working, walking and talking 
Sometimes I go to a movie, see 
other people suffer, too— and 
laugh. TTie best way to forget 
about them, though, is to set a 
new goal immediately and 
work for it. 

“Despite all this, I can't 
imagine any other life. As an 
actor, you can live many lives. 
You can be a general; you can 
be a bum.” 

Schell has been, among 
other things, a jewel thief, a 
Nazi, a tutor and an artist- 
monk in such films as 
“Topkapi,” “The Condemned 
of Altona." “Five Finger 
Exercise” and “Pope Joan.” 

However, like many of his 
colleagues. Schell has reached 
a point where he is no longer 
content to be just an actor. 
“Acting in someone else’s film 
doesn't give you any control," 
says the jut- jawed actor, who 
has degrees in philosophy and 
the history of art from the 
University of Zurich. 

So he has produced Franz 
Kafka’s “The Castle,’’ and di- 
rected, starred in, co-authored 
and co-produced “First 
Love,” which was nominated 
for die Academy Award for 
the best foreign language film 
last year. 

Schell has been active on the 
stage, too. writing, directing, 
and acting in Europe, and ap- 
pearing on Broadway in “A 
Patriot For Me.” But he says 
he finds himself “more and 
more involved in the films 
than in the theater.” 

“A play falls or rises on the 
first night There’s no second 
chance. A movie may fall in 
one city, but may succeed in 
another. Also it may fail when 
it opened, but may be revived 
successfully later. Like “The 
Condemned of Altona’’— it 
keeps coming back. And a film 
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can, of course, reach a far Pedestrian.” As to its theme, with the prize money “First 
larger audience ’’ he prefers to keep it under Love" won at film festivals.

Entertainment will be 
nonstop and varied. Friday 
evening, after national an- 
thems from each of the par- 
ticipating countries are 
played, the orchestra of el 
Maestro Montes will play for 
dancing. 

The schedule for Saturday 
and Sunday will include 
Brazilian folk music by Mike 
Zarate Jr. and his organ, 
Cuban music and dancing, El 
Trio Reina ( A group of Puerto 
Rican and Mexican 
guitarists), Mexican dancing 
and an Argentine show 
featuring authentic gaucho 
(cowboy) costumes and 
dances. There will also be 
Fiesta Jibara - Puerto Rican 
teenagers playing the cuatro, 
a double four-string guitar, 
and doing humorous im- 
provisations and reading 
poems, and a Columbian 
folklore show 
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this past summer. Instead, he 
chose to come to the univer- 
sity to accept a post filled only 
once before - by Robert Frost 
from 1921 to 1923. 

Brodsky, 32. was met at 
Metropolitan Airport in early 
July by his friends, Carl R 
and Ellendea Proffer, who 
were instrumental in his 
coming to Michigan. He is a 
professor of Slavic languages 
and literature at the U of M, 
and the couple were visiting 
Brodsky the day his country 
invited him to leave. 

The Proffers helped make 
the travel arrangements for 
Brosky, and were able to help 
arrange his U of M ap- 
pointment through the Slavic 
Department Executive 
Committee ^ and the 
authorization of President 
Robbin Fleming. 

According to the univer- 
sity’s information services, 
Brodsky’s “crime” against 
Russia consisted of the fact 


that he had always gone his 
own apolitical way, un- 
beholden in any way to the 
Russian government or the 
Communist Party. 

In 1964. he was sentenced to 
five years of exile at hard 
labor, but the sentence was 
commuted to 18 months on a 
collective farm because of 
protests from Russian and 
Western intellectuals. Until he 
left Russia last June. Brodsky 
lived with his parents in a two- 
room apartment. 

At Schoolcraft. Brodsky will 
read some of his poetry in 
Russian and then English 
translations will be read He 
will also answer questions, 
assisted by a translator 
whenever necessary. 

Brodsky will appear at 8 
pm. in the Liberal Arts 
Theater His appearance is 
sponsored by the Cultural qnd 
Public Affairs Committee.

The 28-year-old, sandy-haired, 6-3, 185-pound ex-East 
High baseball, basketball and football Star has made 1,840 
free falls from an airplane, not counting the 23 military falls 
as a member of Uncle Sam’s team. 

“I got hooked on parachuting when I was in the service,” 
said Brown as he related some of his experiences. “It’s a 
sport with me now and if you’d ever trv it once you’d get 
hooked, too.” 

A lot of people apparently are getting hooked on it as a 
sport Sky-diving clubs have popped up in the area. Saline, 
Salem and Tecumseh are where most enthusiasts go “to do 
their thing.” 6 

Brown, who is also an instructor in Gulfport, Miss., where 
he makes his home, says that sky-diving is as safe as anv 
sport, if not safer. 

“The most dangerous part of parachuting is driving your 
car to the airport.” Brown said. “I have had more close calls 
in my car than in the air.” 

Brow n explained that the jumper has two chutes, the initial 
and a reserve. If for some reason the initial chute doesn’t 
open or there is a problem, the jumper then can utilize his 
reserve chute. 

“The odds are phenomenal that both chutes will malfunc- 
tion," he says. 

Has he ever had to push the “panic button?” 

“During a span of 7»* years, I went without a malfunction 
of the initial chute, but over the past 15 months I have used 
my reserve five times, he said. “When you figure the number 
of jumps I have made, that’s not bad. is it?” 

Brown, who was the recipient of the Associated 
Newspapers All-Sports trophy (nee Guardian) in 1962. has 
accumulated a batch of titles since taking up sky-diving as a 
sport. He was the National Collegiate Parachuting Accuracy 
champ in 1968, competing as a student from the University of 
Southern Mississippi 

In 1969 Brown placed third in the over-all National 
Collegiate championships in a field of 150 contestants 
Brown explained that the object of the skydiver in such 
competition as in an accuracy meet is to come as near as 
possible to a target disc in a field The jumper usually leaps 
from a height of 2,000-2.500 feet H

Brown has participated in what his profession calls 
“relative work" where one and more jumpers hook up (join 
hands) in the air during a free fall. He has been on a team 
where eight jumpers have formed a "human star". 


The largest “human star” formed in the United States is an 
eight-man formation, but the world record is 24. 

The good-looking athlete also has earned his gold wings, 
awarded to a parachutist who has completed 1,000 free falls. 
The award is given by the United States Parachutist 
Association, of which Brown is a member. 

He also is nearing another landmark, receiving his 
diamond award, signifying that he has made 2,000 free fall 
jumps The diamond is set in the gold wings. Upon com- 
pletion of each 1,000 jumps, he will be presented with another 
diamond. 

Two Americans have made more than 4,000 free fall jumps 
and a Russian has more than 6,000, Brown says. 


Brown points out that there is little danger of parachutes 
getting tangled or getting hurt during free fall jumps. “When 
a person knows what he or she is doing, there usually isn’t a 
problem," he said.

Because hunting accidents 
usually occur far from 
medical help, someone in the 
party should know how' to 
administer first aid. in the 
case of a wound, the bleeding 
may be controlled by applying 
direct pressure to a wound 
with cloth 

If the wound is deep, the 
fingers and-or dressing should 
be inserted into the wound and 
firm pressure applied. Don’t 
remove a blood-soaked 
dressing, but apply more 
layers on top of it.

If iio fractures are evident, 
elevate a bleeding arm or leg. 
If the victim is in shock, lay 
him down, keeping the injured 
area higher than his heart 
when possible. Maintain 
normal body temperature. 
The size of the entry wound 
may not be indicative of the 
seriousness of the injury, so 
gel the person to a doctor as 
soon as possible. 

Hunting accidents can be 
avoided if hunters will observe 
basic safety precautions. 
Carry guns correctly — un- 
derarm. shouldered, cradled 
or with both hands. Make sure 
the safety is on, your finger is 
outside the trigger guard and 
the muzzle is pointed in a safe 
direction. 

When getting ready for a 
hunting trip, obtain a Red 
Cross first aid kit and wear 
bright colored clothes so 
others won’t mistake you for 
game. Know the terrain where 
you will be hunting so a fall 
won’t cost you your life, and 
treat your gun at all times as if 
it was loaded. Never point 
your gun at anything you don’t 
intend to shoot and don’t fire 
until the object is completely 
visible.

Knowledge of how to handle 
firearms and what to do if an 
accident occurs can make 
hunting safer and more en- 
joyable for the sportsman, 
according to the Red Cross.

"Some 2,600 persons die 
from carelessness during 
hunting outings each year 
because they don’t know- first 
aid or observe safety 
precautions while hunting," 
according to the Red Cross. 

Because hunting accidents 
usually occur far from 
medical help, someone in the 
party should know how to 
administer first aid. In the 
case of a wound, the bleeding 
may be controlled by applying 
direct pressure to a wound 
with cloth. 

If the wound is deep, the 
fingers and — or dressing 
should be inserted into the 
wound and firm pressure 
applied, Don’t remove a blood- 
soaked dressing, but apply 
more layers on top of it. 

If no fractures are evident 
elevate a bleeding arm or leg. 
If the victim is in shock, lay 
him dowTi, keeping the injured 
area higher than his heart 
when possible. Maintain 
normal body temperature. 
The size of the entry wound 
may not be indicative of the 
seriousness of the injury so get 
the person to a doctor as soon 
as possible 

Hunting accidents can be 
avoided if hunters will observe 
basic safety precautions 
Carry guns correctly — un- 


derarm. shouldered, cradled 
or with both hands Make sure 
the safety is on, your finger is 
outside the trigger guard, and 
the muzzle is pointed in a safe 
direction 

When getting ready for a 
hunting trip, obtain a Red 
Cross first aid kit and wear 
bright colored clothes so 


others won't mistake you for 
game Know the terrain where 
you will be hunting so a fall 
won’t cost you your life, and 
treat your gun at all times as if 
it was loaded. Never point 
your gun at anything you don’t 
intend to shoot, and don’t fire 
until the object is completely 
visible

Armed forces remake image 


Speaking of your health 


LANSING — In anticipation 
of a volunteer army, the 
armed forces are already 
working to remake their 
image into an attractive, 
prestigious career option. 

Billboards, press and 
broadcast advertisements 
highlight travel, improved 
pay, advancement; pretty 
girls and moderately long 
hair. 

Much of this promotion 
campaign is aimed at low- 
income and minority group 
members by emphasizing 
selectivity of candidates and 
positions of leadership and 
responsibility. 

“The Marines need a few 
good men,” “Today’s action 
army,” and “the Air Force - if 
you’re good enough” are 
slogans designed to reinforce 
the concept that the armed 
forces are no longer 
unavoidable vultures, but 
rather are selective, 
desirable employers offering 
promising career possibilities. 

It is hoped that making the 
services attractive will 
generate enough recruits to 
fill up the currently drafted 
ranks. 


The whole authoritarian 
aura surrounding the army 
has subsided somewhat, 
however 

Michigan draft officials, for 
example, note that as many as 
40 per cent of the 15,000 young 
men who, according to birth 
and census records, should be 
registering for the draft have 
not yet done so. 

They say they do not con- 
sider the problem very 
serious, and legal revenge on 
late registors will be minimal. 

This casual trend toward the 
military, along with a 
volunteer army, is expected to 
seriously undermine the 
strength of local national 
guard units. 

Lt. Jack H. Duffy of the 
Michigan National Guard said 
recruitment in 1972 has been 
sluggish, with 240 of 10,360 
positions still open. 

“The guard is behind 
somewhat in recruitment 
because of the decreased 
pressure on draftables for the 
war (in Vietnam),” he said. 

“We had a large buildup in 
1966, and now that those 
recruits’ six years are up, it is 
harder to replace them.”

draft quota, the guard was an 
attractive alternative to ac- 
tive service. 

“There was the choice of 
either spending two to three 
years in the regular army or 
six years in the guard at 16 
hours a month,” Duffy said. 

Now that the “either or” 
equation appears to* be 
dissolving in anticipation of a 
volunteer army and in 
response to the lottery, the 
guard is actually recruiting 
troops. 

“Were really babies at 
this,” Duffy said. “We’ve had 
to get into some intensive 
training of personnel because 
we never had to recruit 
before.” 

The guard has initiated a 
new selling campaign, in- 


cluding a special trip for 
prospective guardsmen by 
allowing young men to ob- 
serve guard activities and 
duties for one day. 

“Techniques have changed 
somewhat in the last couple of 
years too. with company 
commanders making up their 
own schedules and activities 
to suit the units, instead of 
orders coming from some 
nameless master plan,” Duffy 
said. 

Guardsmen, who average 
one week-end of drills per 
month and two weeks of 
summer camp each year, are 
paid $2.40 per hour, he said. 

“We’re advertising the pay 
in relative terms, such as 
explaining that a private could 
pay a year of college tuition or 


buy a new Honda with a year 
of guard pay.” 

But despite the modern- 
ization of pay procedure, 
Duffy said appearance 
requirements will stay the 
same. 

“Our hair and dress 
requirements will remain the 
same as in the regular army,” 
he said. “It’s unfortunate, but 
something we can’t get away 
from. 

“After all. we are a reserve 
of the regular force and must 
maintain a military ap- 
pearance.” 

Guard training still weighs 
heavily on teaching combat 
skills, although instruction is 
given on the handling of civil 
disturbances and natural 
disasters. 


Conservation courses 
are ‘totally worthless’ 


By JOANNA FIRESTONE 

LANSING - Home study 
courses in conservation and 
wildlife management are 
“totally worthless" in gaining 
employment with the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR). 

Robert R. Ring, DNR 
personnel officer, said no 
credit or preference is given to 
students of matchbook and 
late movie conservation 
academies. 

“As far as we’re concerned, 
home study courses have 
absolutely nothing to do with 
getting a job as a forester or 
conservation officer, as the 
ads promise,” he said. 

“Neither the Department of 
Natural Resources nor any 
other state as far as I know 
accepts or counts certificates 
earned through these 
programs.” 

“Tuition” fees for the 
several available home study 
courses run from $300-$600, 
and promise “a head start in 
an exciting outdoor career.” 

“I don’t want to totally 
condemn this kind of 
education, however, since in 
one instance it might be 
helpful,” Ring said. “And that 
L when it is used in con- 
junction with professional on- 
the-job supervision and ad- 
ditional training.” 

All DNR employe hopefuls v 
must pass a civil service 
examination as well as 
competitive tests in the field 
for which they are applying. 

“The only case in which a 
home-study course might help 
is in getting maybe one more 
question right on the test or in 
proving a genuine interest and 
dedication,” Ring said. 

“But as far as getting a fool 
in the door or coming to us 
ready to go to work. no. 


“The tests still must be 
taken and home study courses 
hold no sway over hiring 
practices.” 

Several positions are open to 
men and women with high 
school educations or who have 
passed the high school 
equivalency test. 

Most popular of these are 
conservation officer and 
forest technician. 

“We do the training our- 
selves for these jobs,” Ring 
said, but there are some strict 
physical requirements that 
absolutely cannot be waived. 

“Conservation officers must 
be between 21 and 31 years 
old. 5’9” - 6’4”, 150-230 pounds 
with vision not less than 20-50 
in either eve correctable to 20- 
20 .” 

The most important at- 
tributes a candidate should 
have are good communication 


skills, high moral standards 
and a dedication to his work. 

Ring said a conservation 
officer’s duties include in- 
specting hunting and fishing 
licenses and making sure 
game restrictions are ob- 
served, assisting in wildlife 
management and filling 
speaking engagements to 
interested groups. 

Salaries range from $7,850 - 
$9,813 per year. 

Forest technicians, who 
must have previous con- 
servation experience or an 
associate degree in forest 
technology to qualify, map 
forests to estimate acreage, 
volumes and condition of 
timber stands, inspect and 
develop campgrounds and 
supervise application of 
pesticides. 

A forest technician’s pay 
ranges from $7,349 - $8,560.

Our 7-year-old boy has been 
hoarse almost from birth. It 
was found that he has small 
tumors on the vocal cords. He 
has had three operations and 
we have been told that the 
condition may return. 

Where can I learn more 
about this? Are there any 
special studies being made?

Dear Mrs. M.: 

The condition that you 
describe sounds very much 
like papillomas of the vocal 
cords This is sometimes 
called “juvenile” tumors of 
the larynx. The exact cause is 
not entirely known. 

In some cases, surgery 
alone is very successful. 
Unfortunately, the condition 
does tend to recur. 

For some unexplained 
reason, these papillomas of 
the vocal cord have been 
known to disappear at 
puberty. 

Dr. Herbert Birck, at 
Columbus Children’s Hospital 
in Columbus, Ohio, has 
reported many excellent 
results from using ultrasonic 
vibrations.

Dr. William Cahane, at 
emorial Hospital in New 
ork Gty, has been using 
cryo-surgery (freezing 
techniques) for this condition 
with a good degree of success. 

Both ultra-sound and cryo- 
surgery are used in many 
other institutions all over the 
country. I am sure that your 
doctor is familiar with these 
methods, or can contact these 
specialists for further in- 
formation. 

Can impetigo be passed 
from one child to another? 

A child has it, and some of 
the mothers are afraid, as I 
am, to send the children to our 
day camp.

Dear Mrs. L.: 

Impetigo is such a con- 
tagious disease that I wrote to 
you . immediately by direct 
ietter in order to save valuable 
lime. 

I do want other readers to 
know that this skin disease, 
caused by the streptococcus or 
staphylococcus germs, can 
pass from child to child, and 
even to adults, with the speed 


of a forest fire. It is imperative 
that the person with impetigo 
be isolated so that the spread 
can be halted. 

The child who has this 
condition is treated actively 
with antibiotics, and with 
special applications to the 
crusting and postular out- 
breaks. Rigid cleanliness in 
the home is essential. TTie 
child's towels and utensils 
should not be used by anyone 
else. 

When any child comes down 
with any suspicious infection, 
parents of other children who 
have been in contact with the 
infected child should be 
notified so that proper 
preventive care can be started 
immediately.

Q- My daughter has a little boy 24 months old. He is a 
happy and good baby. 

I am of the opinion that there should be toys (rubber) in the 
crib. My daughter does not agree with me and says, “A crib 
is for sleeping.” I don’t wish to pursue this matter until I get 
your opinion. — Mrs. M. B. 

A— Mothers like to rear their own children in their own way. 
Tliey like to be independent. They like to “run the show.” And 
even if you quoted me or a half dozen other so-called “ex- 
perts” (saying that a 2-year-old ought to have rubber toys in 
his crib at night), she’d resent your interference even more 
(and mine, too). 

There are a lot of ways to rear a child. If a child gets 
enough love, affection and stimulation from people, toys and 
colors during his nonsleeping hours, he’ll develop properly. 
And I feel a mother-grandmother battle over whether to put 
toys in the crib or not to put them in the crib might cause 
battle scars that may not heal. So let your daughter rear her 
child in her own way. 

Q— Help! Help! Help! My two grandchildren are being 
physically mistreated and abused by their stepfather. He 
beats them if they do the smallest sort of thing, and makes 
them stay in their room for long periods. He beats the 2-year- 
old with a belt as well as with his hands. The child is always 
covered with black and blue places. The 4 year old wets the 
bed and yesterday he made the child go nude all day, not even 
shoes and socks. 

The children’s own father sends them a $100 check every 
month, but they do not get the benefit of it. They have had 
him in court, but it doesn’t do any good. The children don’t 
even get enough to eat . The 4-year-old weighs only 30 lbs. , and 
the two-year-old only 18 lbs. What is your advice? — Worried 
grandmother 

A— What’s the mother doing? Why doesn’t she leave a man 
who mistreats her children? Or does she mistreat them, too? 

Call a doctor, a lawyer, the Department of Public Welfare 
or the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
Children need protection and you should leave no stone un- 
turned until they get it.
